Russia’s Instructions Con- Repairing Neatly Done. 


cerning the J}ritish Fleet. 

The semi-official journal De St. 
Petersburg of Feb. 10, commenting on 
the dispatch of the British fleet says: 
“As far as Russia is concerned we 
think this measure ought to make her 
deviate from the policy she has hither- 
to follewed. Long before the last in- 
cidents which now bring the English 
fleet into the waters of Cunstantinople, 
everything was foreseen and was made 
the subject of instructions to the 
Russian Commander-in-Chief. If we 
are well informed, these instructions 
direct that, in case the Ottoman capi- 
tal should be occupied by Imperial 
troops and a British fleet should ap- 
pear before the city, the fleet should 
be treated with all consideration due 
to a friendly power and that if a neces- 
sity for defending the lives and _ pro- 
tecting the property interests of 
British subjects should cause the 
troops to be landed, they should be 
regarded as a welcome auxiliary for 
the maintenance of erder, as long as 
their activity was confined to that 
purpose. 

SuRRMAN ON THE ANDERSON Conrvic- 
tion. Washington, Feb. 11.—Secre- 
tary Sherman, being asked if it was 
true that he, Matthews, Garfield, Hale 
and White had sent a dispatch to An- 
derson, said it was true, and, as that 
fact had been made public he would 
furnish a copy of the dispatch, and 
they meant all they said. Sherman 
then stated he regarded the arrest,

LOCAL AFFAIRS. 


Public Schools. 


Mr. Cantrell’s Department. 


This morning we visited the inter- 
mediate department of the public 
school for the purpose of gaining an 
insight into some complaints which 
had gained circulation in reference to 
the competency of Mr. Cantrill. We 
hold that the pubtic school is not sec- 
ond in importance te courts of justice 
or halls of legislation. The founda- 
tion of society is largely laid in the 
school-room. There character is 
shaped; there the potential inftuences 
ot the teacher produces an abiding 
impression. Parents especially, there- 
fore, should feel and manifest the 
greatest interest for their sons and 
daughters when under the instruction 
of the teacher. They should visit the 
public school and inform themselves 
as to the progress their children are 
makjng and aid the faithful principal 
in his work of imparting the best in- 
struction to those whoa few years 
hence are to fill important positions 
in society. The parent will by so do- 
ing show te his child that he has a 
live interest in his improvement. He 
is stimulated to renewed exertion. 
Two influences are brought to bear 
upon him—the teacher first and then 
the parent. He will take a pride in 
showing his mother or father that he 
has good lessons and deports himself 
like a little gentleman. He finds 
little inducement to do wrong; he 
meets with every encouragement to 
do right. Trustees should also visit 
the public schools at least once a 
month. It is their business to know 
how and whether the teachers are dis- 
charging their duty to those under 
their charge; also to stand between 
the teacher and the parent or the pub- 
lic, thus insuring by and with the law 
full protection to the faithful, compe- 
tent teacher or insuring the removal 
of the incompetent instructor. 
“In Mr. Cantrill’s department we found 
nearly fifty children, crowded into a 
room not properly constructed for 
school purposes. The room is too 
high and to narrow. Many of the 
pupils are not as right nor as orderly, 
respectful and industrious, as the 
teacher could wish. They do not 
evince that thoroughness in their 
studies nor evidence that application 
which is desirable. | Mr. Cantrill, we 
believe, is doiag his best to advance 
the every interest of those taught by 
him. As to how he succeeds of course 
we wuuld not give our judgment on a 
single visit tohis school. The charges 
made are not by any means calcufated 
to prove serious, but he occupies a po- 
sition which sheuld be fortified by 
parental support. Strengthen the 
teacher and he will de far more effec- 
tive service; embarrass his action and 
you do him and your children injus- 
tice, which béars its fruit in later 
years. If he is a competent man 
stand by him; if incompetent he 
should be discharged, but the scholars 
are net the ones to assist in his re- 
moval. 
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Fatan Accipgent To a Cow.—Last 
night as the west bound overland pas- 
senger train was moving upon this 
quiet burg just three miles away, a 
cow, the property of Wm. Hands, who 
resides on the meadows, sought to 
claim a possessory right to the C. P.
